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CANADA'S FIRST WAR LOAN 


OTTAWA'S. ANNOUNCEMENT that preparations 


are under way for Canada’s first war loan, , now 
scheduled to make its appearance during the first 
quarter of 1940, js good news inasmuch as'it will 


proyide the rank and file of Canadians with am op- 
portunity to make their first direct contribution to 
Canada’s war~effért: Fhe backbone of Canada’s 
participation in ‘this war will ‘be financial because 
of the vast amount 6f foodstuffs, materials and mili- 
tary supplies that will be required from this country. 
True, much of these materials will be paid for by 
the Allies, but some of the British purchases in this 
country will have to be finan¢ed by Canada, and 
Canada’s own program will be extensive. It seems 
probable that, at least 40 per cent of the national 
income will be required in the next year to meet the 
cost of war and the other expenditures of all gov- 
ernments-in Canada and to finance British purchases 
here. 

Canada has come a long way since the last 
war in devéloping a fiscal system of equality in citi- 
zensHip and its attendant responsibilities. As 
announced inthe first war budget, this war, inas far 
as Canada is concerned, will be financed as far as 
practicable on a “pay as you go” basis, and paid 
would be impossible to tax for the entire cost of 
swinging the program into action without tending 
to hamper initiative, lessen efficiency and retard the 
expansion of production and.national income. Tax 
revenues, therefore, must be supplemented, through 
borrowing by means of domestic bond flotations. 


It may, too, be taken for granted that there will 

f be no “tax free’? bonds in this. war, that will gravi- 

ate afew holders and enable them to minimize their 

i income taxes, | Nor?will there be any duplication of 

~~»... the abnormal profits from war. materials witnessed 

"during the last war. The safeguard against this 

\ is the Excess Profits Tax, enacted at the special 
war, session of the Canadian Parliament. 


It is indicated that the forthcoming war loan 
~ will.have bonds as low as $50 in denomination, and 
it is the hope of the Minister.of Finance, Hon. J. 
L. Ralston, K.C., that.every Canadian will become 
a creditor to the Canadian Government through 
his or her ownership of a'Government bond. A 
creditor relationship , of every citizen with his gov- 
ernment is an assurance of good government and 
of good citizenship. 

Conditions: in. Canada © offer propitious — cir- 
cumstances ‘for the loan when it comes. War 
orders andthe | large Western Wheat crop are be- 
ginning to have their effect in expanding business 
activity. Employment. is «increasing, and the 
physical yolume of business, as measured by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statictics indices, is approach- 
ing an all-time peak. | With the increased activity 
generally in the business. world and promise of 
its continuance, the first war loan can be expected 
to meet a ready reception.

Insurance Agent — This man is 
always advising you to play safe and 
not take a chance.

—for a consideration—but puts in a 
clause that you mustn’t kill yourself to 
to get the money. When he solicits 
Insurance on your house, will tell you 
that it is much too valuable to take a 
chance on, If you had a fire he 
will send a man to tell you that it 
wasn’t worth very much in the first 
place and was sadly depreciated.

UMMER is an ideal season for in- 
formal outdoor portraits of your 
family and friends, and informal por- 
traits are about as easy to take as 
any other type of snapshot. Natural- 
ly, such informal shots are not to be 
compared with the work of skilled, 
experienced professional photogra- 
phers ... but, since you take them 
yourself for your own album, they 
do have unique personal interest. 

Your informal portraits may show 
one, two, or several persons, grouped 
naturally — without stiffness. The 
éubjects should fill most of the pic- 
ture space; too much background is 
detrimental. Faces should be turned 
so that a good likeness is obtained— 
whether profile, full-face, or in be- 
tween—but as a rule the subjects 
should not look directly at the cam- 
era. 

Two types of lighting are accept- 
able. Direct sunlight from one side 
is all right, but straight-overhead 
lighting from the noon sun produces 
harsh, displeasing shadows, For a 
softer lighting, and better like- 
nesses, place the subjects in “open 
shade”—for example, at the edge of 
shade from a big tree, where they 
will receive light reflected from the

You can also take full- 
figure shots and group shots with a 
box camera if it has a “two-pofnt” 
focus setting, enabling you to get as 
near as five or #ix feet to the subject. 
But for real close-ups with the in- 
expensive camera, you will need a 
portrait attachment—a small sup- 
plementary lens that slips on over 
the regular camera lens, The attach- 
ment does not change the exposure. 

Often, an informal portrait gains 
interest if the subject is busy with 
some everyday activity—for exam- 
ple, filling a tobacco pipe, if a man, 
or crocheting, if a woman, The ac- 
tion adds story quality—and tells 
more about the subject. Concerted 
action—such as conversation—adds 
unity to a group picture.

Weekly Recipe | 


HINTS ON FISH COOKERY i 


J 

If you have never done much fish 
buying or cooking you will need « 
few pointers to enable you to get the 
best for your money, For those who 
are old hands at this department of 
view of the points to remember when 
purchasing and preparing fish will 
hot come amiss, 

‘The housewife is wise’ to find pe 
what varieties of fish her locality 
offers when purchasing fresh fish and 
the season’ when it is abundant ang 
moderately priced. ie 

In selecting fresh fish, look for 
smooth, moist skin, firm ‘flesh, fresh |. 
odour, fall bright eyes and giles, and 
firm fins and tail, 

One pound of fish fillets usually 
serves three persons but when buying 
whole fish with head and tail, count 
on about half a pound for each por’ 
tion. Keep the fish in a tightly cov- 
ered pail on ice or in a cold refrigera- 
tor. If it cannot be kept cold, cook 
at once and reheat later, 

Fish has a high nutritive value and 
is easily digested, There is little 
waste in preparing it and takes only 

a few minutes to cook which added up, 
make fresh fish a delicious as well 
as economical dish, 


BAKED WHOLE FISH 

Fish weighing 3 to 6 pounds (sal- 

mon, mackeral or whitefish) « 

Oil or ‘melted fat 

‘Finely sifted bread crumbs 

Prepare the fish by cutting of’ 
head, tail and fins, then splitting it 
down at the backbone like finnan 
haddie so that it will Me flat open. 
Oil a baking pan and place fish in 
it, skin sidg down, Sprinkle well 
with salt, then strew all over with 
finely sifted bread srumbs.
